Highest Ranking Black 
Officer Once Rejected 


By Cynthia Donaldson 


Capt. James G, Jackson 
of the Columbus Police 
Dept. was rejected the first 
time he applied* for a 
position on the force. in 
1957, no more than two 
blacks were being accep- 
ted per year, Jackson said, 
and the basis for rejection 
was racial prejudice; 

After going through the 
police academy again in 
1958, Jackson became a 

lice officer; since then, 

je has risen through the 
tanks and now is’ con- 
sidering the possibility of 
advancing another step to 
major. 


The 1951 East High 
School graduate said he 
hashad the basic desire to 
be a policeman all his life, 
a desire which was reinfor- 
ced after talking to police 
officers who would visit 
the. school, 

The 23-year-old age limit 
for being a police officer at 
that time was a barrier to 
fulfilling Jackson's dream, 
so he spent three years in 
the Marine Cofps and 
worked at Westinghouse 
before he qualified for the 
police force. 

Jackson -was’ promoted 
to captain in July, 1974, af- 
ter waiting a year and a 
half for a captain opening

Police Exam 
On April 20 


Eleven days remain for 
persons interested- in 
meeting the deadline for 
taking the April 20 policd 
examination; the four-week 
recruitment campaign fof 
increasing the number of 
black applicants will end 
April 16. 

As of April 1, black ap- 
plicants numbered 166 out 
of 753 total applicants 
signed up to take the 
examination, according to 
Tony Warren, minority 
recruiting officer for the 
city of Columbus. 

Rougnly- 22—percent_ of 
the applicants are black; 

* the goal of the city if to 
have 45 percent black ap- 
plicants, which was the 
decision of a U.S. District 
Judge who ordered an in- 
crease in the number of 
black police officers, in 
January. 

The city fire department 
was ordered to increase its 
percentage of black 
firemen also, and a recruit- 
ment campaign described 
by Warren as basically the 
same as the police effort 
will begin April 21, . 

The fire examination is 
slated to be given May 17 
after a four-week cam- 
paign. .

He received the 
highest score among all 
persons taking the test, his 
nearest competition 10 
points behind. 

Capt. Jackson was also 
first among the group 
taking the test for sergeant 
in 1967, which he 
described as his greatest 
thrill, Anywhere from 600 
to 600 police officers took 
the same examination, he 
said, 

Because of his success 
in taking the competitive 
test for promotions, Capt. 
Jackson feels that per- 
sonal motivation is the key 
to rising in the police 
department. 

Capt. Jackson said that 
by rising in .rank,—blacks 
have a good opportunity 
for having some influence 
on making changes. He is 
one of 16 captains in the 
department and serves as 
company commander for B 
Company. 

Under his command are 


five lieutenants, 21 
sergeants and 176 
patrolmen. Jackson said 


there are only five blacks 
in his company. 

Yackson worked in 
regrumen from”.May, 
1978, to July, 1974. This 
effort was set up in April or 
May of 1973; from then 
until. October of that year, 
Jackson said they were 
able to recryit about 15 
blacks and add them to the 
es ht 

Prior to then, there were 
only 35 blacks in the police 
department, dintielas 

Jackson said there has 
never been a strong effort 
to—recruit—btacks — until 
recently and he said op- 
portunities are better for 
joining now, He has, 
however, suggested a dif- 
ferent idea for finding 
black police officers than 
the campaign now being 
used by the city. 

Black college students 
or graduates from southern 
colleges should be 
recruited for the Columbus 
Police Dept., Jackson said. 
In this way the best 
qualified persons would be 


found and it would be 
possible to get more 
blacks into command 


positions, he said, 
Jackson said this idea 
has been “shot down" by 
blacks who feel that Co- 
lumbus residents who have 
been denied an oppor- 
tunity should be given the 
first chance at qualifying. 
Capt. Jackson said 
being a police officer is a 
good job for a college 
graduate and offers them 
more money than other 
areas. He added that a

Demand Improved Conditions

A committee of black 
employees of the Colum- 
bus and Southern Ohio 
Electric Company have 
compiled a list of demands 
calling for the im. 
provement, of conditions 
for black ‘employees and 
an increase in the number 
of blacks working for the 
company. 

According to Barry 
Stewart, 5536 Sierra Dr,, an 
Electric’ Co, employee, 
silent discrimination on the 
part of supervisors and the 


use of double standards in 
the treatment and hiring of 
blacks has been the prac- 
tice of the company in the 
five years he has worked 
there. 

Stewart said he and 
other blacks have wit- 
nessed indirect name— 
calling, “not the kind you 
would hear In the street,” 
he explained to the CALL- 
POST. He said various tac- 
tics are used to let blacks 
knaw they are being 
singled out racially. 

Stewart said he was 
once called a “nigger” by

“Blacks have to be bet- 
ter than whites,” Stewart 
said. He insists that during 


* probation, blacks cannot 


be late or miss any di 
and must be neat while 
whites on probation are 
not reprimanded for doing 
such things, 

Stewart said he and four 
other black employees met 
with management in 
August, 1973, to discuss 
the areas of discrimination 
and were told that they 
would investigate the 
allegations and report 
back to ‘them within 60 


days. 

As of this date, the black 
employees have not 
received--any-‘feedback— 
from the management, he 
said. »

He is 
presently serving a term in 
a federal institution in 
Connecticut from _a—nar- 
cotics pushing conviction, 

Judge Kinneary, who 
had cited Agure for con- 
tempt of court for refusing 
to testify, withdrew the 
contempt order and in- 
structed him to be returned 
to the federal prison in 
Connecticut. 

Agents, in describing 
Ferguson as the nation's 
leading pimp, said he had

reason wasn't a friend in 
the first place, 

Capt. Jackson said that 
the advantages of being a 


police officer — better pay, 
educational benefits, 
hospitalization, the 


satisfaction of helping your 
fellowman — are such that 
whether an applicant 
believed in the system or 
not, there was enough 
money init to take a shot 
at it, 

Jackson is divorced and 
the father of two sons, 
Jason, 3, and James, 14.

Brooks Calls For Coalition 
To Bring Millions To State 


A statewide coalition of 
private, non-profit social 
service providers is 
needed to assist in attract- 
ing the millions of dollars 
available to the state under 
recently enacted amend- 
ments to the Social 
Security Act. 

Curtis A. Brooks, presi- 
dent, Ohio Association of 
Community Action Agen- 
cies, is proposing the cre- 
ation of such a coalition. 

Brooks said that a state- 
wide group which pooled 
ite resources under the 
amendments, called Title 
XX, would increase the 
chance that the state 
would receive its full share 
of $127 million for fiscal 
1976. 

“Under the new Title," 
Brooks explained, ‘'non- 
profit organizations, such 
as Community Action A- 
gencies and the United 
Way, can donate funds for 
Federal matching, receive 
the matching funds, and 
operate the programs 
themselves." 

He added that. a good 
state plan plus the active 
concern of a coalition of 
social service providers 
will serve to' Increase 
tremendously the delivery 
of a broad range of social 
services throughout the 
state. 

“In this time of severe 
recession the need for an 
efficient social 
network is crucial,” Brooks 
said, “especially, since the 
weakened economy 
coupled with high inflation 
has forced many families 
of moderate income into a 
new classification of ‘the 
near poor.’ " 

Emphasizing the scope 
of the services which can 
be provided with Title XX 
funds, Brooks said that a 
good state pian would be a 
boon to those agencies 
which provide services 


services 


such as child care, day. 
care services for adults, 
employment services, 
health support services 
(excluding medical ser- 
vices), transportation ser- 
vices, the preparation and 
delivery of meals, and ser- 
vices’ designed to meet the 
needs of children, the 
aged, the blind, the mer: 
tally retarded, and 
alcoholics and drug ad- 
dicts. 

Brooks noted that the 
change from Title IVA to 
Title XX is an oppoftunity 
which social deliverers can 
not afford to pass up. | 

“tn Oho the emphasis of 
Title IVA was narrowed to 
child care services almost 
exclusively, and agenci 
donating funds to matc 
Federal funds were not 
allowed to operate the pro- 
grams they helped fund,” 
he said, . 

"Now is the time for 
social service groups 
across the state to impact 
on the development of a 
state plan for public assist- 
ance programs,” Brooks 
said, “since the deadline 
for preparation of the state 
plan is Oct, 1." 


He added that the Ohio 
Dept, of Public Welfare, 
which is responsible for 
writing the plan, must pub- 
lish the plan for public 
comment by July 1 of this 


ear. e 

He concluded that social 
service groups across the 
state must come together 
now to prepare recom- 
mendations for the state 
plan and to set up a pool 
of matching funds. ~ 


Brooks explained that on 
the federal level, the Dept, 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare is responsible for 
supervising Title XX and 
has delegated the respon- 
sibility ‘locally to state 
government.

The black church in America has an am- 
bivalent legacy: both reactionary and rad- 
ical. It is the reactionary legacy and not 
the radical which predominates and gives 
the black church today its major char- 
acter. By far, the reactionary elements of 
the black church surpass its radical and 
progressive elements in this decade. The 
reactionary elements of the black church 
must be attacked and abandoned by the 
black masses and not the entire black 
church, 

What are some of the characteristics of 
the reactionary black church? How are 
they identifiable? | think Gayraud S. Wil- 
more best describes the reactionary 
church, as that church Is under the in- 
fluence of white Christianity which 

uses “conservative evangelicalism 
and white ethical revivalism, 

Wilmore in his book, “Black Rell lon 
and Black Radicalism,” says that the black’ 
preacher beliefs become consonant with 
this type of white Christianity. 

Wilmore says, "The picture of the non- 
violent, self-effacing, patiently suffering 
white Christ which was held up by the 
conservative evangelicals and ethical 
revivalists became for the black preachers 
the dominant Image of what.it is to be a 
Christian.” 

The reactionary black church Is one that 
advocates pacification. It draws away from 
confrontation of the oppressor. It ad-' 
vocates “grin and bear it"! It emphasizes 
endurance and patience and J atrons ap

it may have slipped the attention of most historians, 
but Thaddeus Garrett Jr., of Akron, has coveted more 
political | during his 26 year life span than any- 
one else in his age bracket, or even those now In the 
senior citizens cai ry. 

Although his political career couldn't be more than 
six years old, Garrett already has attained unique re- 
cognition among both Republicans and rats.

Garrett, who was virtually an unknown among State 
House reporters, became the source of “whois he” 
inquiries during the 1972 National Demdcratié Con- 
vention in Miami Beach, Fla., where he received a 
vote during the roll call for the vice presidential 
nomination. .

ILLEGAL ALIENS 


Concernabout illegal aliens has grown, with the 
federal government seeking additional funds and 
powers to locate and deport them, afd G:ncrs seeking 
ways|to help them cope with thé exploitation and 
terror-which isthe lot of the Illegal alien, 

But! the most striking element of the whole con- 
troversy is how little we know about the problem, 

We don't even know how many illegal aliens there 
are in| the country. Recent Congressional testimony 
by the Justice Department estimates the total at “Bet- 
ween four and twelve million.” 

And) we don’t know what their impact is on the job 
market. The government insists that illegal aliens take 
away jobs from legal residents and provide unfair 
competition for low-skilled jobs. 

There is some evidence that this may be so, 
Chicanp groups on the West Coast have argued that 
iHegal aliens from Mexico are used extensively in 
agricultural work, undercutting attempts to unionize 
farm workers. And given the shortage of laborers’ 
jobs in cities, it is reasonable to assume that jobs held 
by illegal aliens would otherwise go to citizens or to 
legal aliens. ' 

Here again, the unfair competition for scarce jobs 
hurts most those groups at the bottom of the 
economic ladder — blacks and browns. Some people 
claim that this competition has been exaggerated —! 
that {Illegal aliens are doing work no one'élsé wants, a 
large claim to make at a time when nearly any job: 
looks gdod to millions of unemployed workers. i 

In fact, part Of the reason such jobs go ‘to illegal ! 
aliens is precisely because of their vulnerability to ex- 
protein. Knowing that if a worker gives him trouble, : 

@ simply can call the Immigration agents and have 
hin Gopbried, many employers pay their legals 
below-mihimum wages and force them to work longer 
hours in ‘unsafe and unsanitary conditions, . 

Thus the tllegal alien is victimized; and lives in daily 
terror of being discovered and deported, He also must 
forego work-related benefits and the freedom anjoyed 
by others|for fear of being found out., =.) 

It's not a pretty situation, from either side of the 
fence. The illegal allen is trying to escape terrible 
conditions in his:homeland and, tike others, to Bulld a 
new life through work.

‘Afromation’ Host Speaks 
For Blacks On WOSU-TV 


By C.A BRYCE JRA. 


In recent weeks, | have 
had my razor out for 
WOSU-TV and the Public 
Broadcastin Service 
(PBS) with which they are 
affiliated. Be forewarned 
that I'm not th ih cut- 
ting, nor do | intend to 
allow WOSU-AM and FM 
and National Public Radio 
(NPR) get away unscathed. 

It is still my considered 
opinion that we, the tax- 
payers, are getting swin- 
died. PBS and NPR are 
controlled by and program- 
med to appeal to tastes 
of affluent white, mid- 
dleclass, college-educated 
males; the so-called 
“power elite" who for too 
long have controlled too 
much of the nation’s re- 
sources. and who have the 
effrontery to establish, at 
Public expenses, a “Voice 
of the peaple” network to 
talk to themselves about 
themselves. 

But wait! ‘Tis 
time for love, br 
and goodwill. Right? So, 
for today, at least; let us 
look on the bright side, 
which in our case is the 
black side. 

“Afromation” — (Fridays, 
7:30 p.m., Ch. 34) is the 
spook who sits by the door 
on the WOSU-TV schedule. 
It is the only show 
produced by blacks (the 
Black Studies of Dept. of 
OSU) for blacks about 
blacks.

Studies Broadcast Jour- 
nal” which airs each Satur- 
dey. 10:30 a.m., on WOSU- 


gd ra she is. aware 
that both the radio and 
television shows are 
blatant examples of racist 
tokenism (she ik her 
budget to “a bone without 
no meat on it”) it is her 
philosophy that sometimes 
blacks must be willing to 
accept less-than-enough in 
order to- work their way 
into positions where they 
can demand their fair 
share. 

“What.t'm. saying is that 
‘Afromation’ and. ‘Black 
Studies .Journal'_certainly 
cannot, by themselves, be 
expected to adequately 
serve the needs of that 
portion of the black public 
who seek information and 
entertainment of a sort not 
offered by the commercial 
outlets,” she asserted In a 
recent interview. 

“But that doesn't mean 
we should pack it In and 
give up. Those of us who 
work on the show . that in- 
cludes at some time or 
other almost everyone in 
the (Black Studies) depart- 
ment -. are gaining in- 
valuable experience and 
Insight into media 
mechanics and media 
politics. 

“In other words, we are 
learning not how 
radio work, but how and 
by whom they are con- 
trolled. So a few of us are 
Just a little more hip. than 
we were when we entered 
this venture and that, | 
think, is:a plus for all black 


ple. 

“As for the content of
